The  results  of  the  Bacteriological  analysis  are  very  good 
indeed. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  Hardness  of  the  Water  owing 
to  the  addition  of  Lime  during  treatment  at  the  Waterworks. 

Leverage  Disposal 

This  still  remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  condition. 

There  are  about  nine  outfalls  which  are  a  menace  to  the 
public  health.
